Ministry of External Affairs with its aforesaid letter dated April 1, 2003 , The 
Ministry of External Affairs was further requested in that letter to let the 
Commission know the result of the requests made in paras 1,2 and 3 of its said 
letter dated April 1, 2003. Their reply is awaited. 

(b) The reports regarding availability of relevant documents in all the remaining 
archives of the Russian Federation including the KGB Archive and an exhaustive 
list of all the archives of the Russian Federation are yet to be received. 


(c) The report of the Indian Consulate of St. Petersburg as intended to be sent later to 
the Commission in para 4 of the d.o. letter No.24/4/NGO-Vol.lX(Il) dated June 
1 1, 2003 of the Joint Secretary (CNV), Ministry of External Affairs, Government 
of India, addressed to the Secretary of the Commission, is yet to be received by the 
Commission in spite of several reminders to the said Ministry. 

1. Under the Commission’s letter No. JMCI/OverseasAVitness/2002-03/70(II)/265 dated 
September 17, 2003 addressed to the Joint Secretary (IS), Ministry of Home Affairs, 
Government of India, with copy thereof endorsed to the Joint Secretary (CNV), Ministry of 
External Affairs, Government of India, three Notices have been sent with a request for their 
publication through the Indian Embassies / Indian Missions at Singapore, Bangkok and 
Saigon in English as also in the respective local languages so that the people of those places 
may know about the Commission and the terms of its ongoing inquiry and depending upon 
the response of the local people of the said places that may be evoked by the publication of 
the notices , the Commission may take a decision regarding its visit to those places for 
examination of the witnesses and collection of relevant documents and materials whichever 
may be available there. The d.o. letter No.25/4/NGO/Vol.X dated 03. 1 1.2003 of the Director 
(CNV) (received by the Commission on 21.11.2003) states that the aforesaid three notices 
have been sent by the Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India, to the Indian 
Missions concerned for publication as desired by the Commission and the said d.o. letter 
encloses* copies of newspaper clippings dated 27.10.2003,/ 28.10.2003 of the notice 
reportedly appeared in the leading English, Tamil, and Mandarin language newspapers in 
Singapore. Further development in the matter is awaited from the Ministry of External 
Affairs, Govt, of India. 

2. By Commission’s letter No.JMCI/DOC(FOR)/99-2000/56(V)/323 dated November 6, 2003 
addressed to the Director (CNV), Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India, her 
attention was drawn to the second para of the letter dated 30.08.03 of the National Archives 
of Malayasia enclosed to her d.o. letter dated 12.09.2003 wherein ijt is stated, inter alia, : 
“Should we chance upon any information on him (Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose) in future, we 
will certainly write to you again” and the Director (CNV) was requested to kindly pursue the 
matter with the National Archives of Malayasia closely and keep the Commission informed of 
the outcome in time. Further intimation in the matter is awaited. 


13. The Commission, by its letter No. JMCI/Gverseas/Witnesses/2002-03/70(II)/l 88 dated August 
05, 2003, has requested the Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India to send 
particulars of some suitable willing Indian scholars or students of Post-Graduate class in the 
U.S.A. indicating / suggesting the rate of remuneration, if any, acceptable to them unless they 
would agree to do the same archival research, free of remuneration for academic interest or 
for their love and respect of Netaji. Further development in the matter is still awaited. 

14. The report of the second handwriting expert regarding comparison of the handwritings 
allegedly of ‘Gumnami Baba’ of Faizabad with admitted specimen handwritings of Netaji 
Subhas Chandra B^pse has been received by the Commission on July 23, 2003. The specimen 
handwritings of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose and the first bunch of documents containing a 
number of questioned handwritings allegedly of ‘Gumnami Baba’ of Faizabad have been 
made over to the third handwriting expert on August 28, 2003 for necessary comparison of 
those two sets of handwritings. Further development in the matter is awaited. 

15. In d.o. letter No.25/4/NGO/Vol.IX dated September 23, 2003 of the Director (CNV), Ministry

of External Affairs, Government of India, which is in response to Commission’s letter 

No.JMCL/CPDC /2002/432 dated November 27, 2002 it has been stated inter alia : “After 

repeated reminders and follow-up by our Mission in Tokyo the Japanese Ministry of Foreign 

Affairs has responded in the matter (of obtaining original documents relating to the alleged 

cremation of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose) through a written communication dated September 

• • 

10, 2003, conveying that they have not been able to trace the documents (Cremation Permit) 
sought for by the J.M.C.I.. A copy of the said written communication dated September 10, 
2003 of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, Government of Japan sent to the Commission as an 
enclosure to the said d.o.letter dated September 23, 2003 of the Ministry of External Affairs, 
Government oflndia, states in para 2 of their said letter dated September 10, 2003‘.“We have 
tried our best to find out in our old files, a copy of the documents (relating ‘Cremation 
Permits’) required by Justice Mukherjee. However, we are not able to find it so far. You may 
understand how difficult it is to find out nearly half a century old documents” as also states in 
para 3 thereof: “If Justice Mukherjee has further specific inquiry, please let us know . We 
will try our best to cooperate for his effort” (sic.). The request made by the Commission to 
the Ministry of External Affairs, Government oflndia, in Commission’s aforesaid letter dated 


November 27, 2002 has been; “the Government of Japan may be persuaded to get from the 
Government of Taiwan the original Register of Cremation Permits for the period from 
18.08.1945 to 21.08.1945, the original application for Cremation Permit allegedly filed on 
18.08.1945 in the name of Chandra Bose or Subhas Chandra Bose, the original application 
for Cremation Permit, if any, filed on 18.08. 1945 or 19.08. 1945 in the name of Ichiro Okura, 
the original death certificate allegedly issued in the name of Subhas Chandra Bose and the 
original death certificate, if any, in the name of Ichiro Okura so that the Commission may 
have access to these documents.” In view of the aforesaid position,the Commission by its 
letter No.JMCI/CPDC/2002/86/338 dated 24.11.03 addressed to the Joint Secretary (CNV), 
Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India, has again requested the Ministry to 
persuade the Government of Japan to get from the Government of Taiwan all the documents 
asked for in the penultimate para of the Commission’s aforesaid letter dated 27.11.2002 
keeping in view of the facts and circumstances stated in the said letter of the Commission 
dated 27.11.2002 as also the contents of paras 2 and 3 of the above mentioned letter dated 

10.09.2003 of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, Government of Japan so that the Commission

'[’his Status Report is in continuation of the Status Report for the period from 
01 0‘). .2003 to 30.09.2003. forwarded by the Commission to the Secretaries, 
Ministry of Home Affairs, Prime Minister’s Office, Ministry of External Affairs, 
Cabinet Secretariat, Ministry of Defence (History' Division), Ministry ot 
Information and Broadcasting, as also to the Director, Intelligence Bureau, 
Government of India, for favour of taking necessary' action at their respective 
ends. 

The Commission’s Status Report as on 12.09 03 and its proceedings dated 
September 16, 2003 have been forwarded to the Secretaries, Ministry of Home 
Affairs, Ministry of External Affairs, Prime Minister’s Office, Cabinet Secretariart, 
Ministry of Defence (History Division), Ministry of Information and Broadcasting, 
as also to the Director, Intelligence Bureau, Government of India, for their 
information and favour of taking necessary action at their ends. 

Two Status Notes of the Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of India, sent 
under their two letters, both bearing No.I/12014/13/2000-IS-V (NCB) Vol.V dated 
31.10 03 received by the Commission by FAX on 31.10.03 in respect of paras 3,4, 
and 3,5 of the Commission’s Status Report of July and August, 2003 respectively 
as also in respect of paras 4,5, and 1 1 of the Commission’s Status Report dated 
09.07.03 are being examined. 

Preparatory steps have been taken for the purpose of holding the hearing of the 
Commission scheduled for November 27, 2003. 


The reply given by the Ministry’ of Home Affairs, Government of India under their 
letter No 1/I2014/13/20Q0-NCB dated 19/24.09.03 does not specifically state about 
the availability/non-availability of the documents called for by the Commission’s 
letter No J MCI/ 1 1/2000/542 dated February 17, 2003 read with its letter No. 
JMCI/i 1/2000/15 dated April 1 1, 2003, both addressed to the Ministry of Home 
A Hairs. Government of India 

By’ Commission's letter No. JMCI/EO/2002-03/83(lll)/245 dated September 05, 
2003 the Secretary. Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India, has been 
furnished with a copy of the news item captioned, ‘"Government to authenticate on 
Netaji’s ashes by DNA test” published in the Delhi edition of ‘The Statesman’ on 
Saturday, October 28, 1995 and has been requested to let the Commission know' 
what has actually happened with regard to the reported decision of the Government 
of India to opt for DNA test of the alleged ashes of Netaji by forming a 
Committee consisting of DNA expens, CB1 officials, etc. reported in the said new's 
item and has also been requested to make available to the Commission the services 
ofCDFD, Hyderabad, a competent Member of the CBI and the DNA expert, viz., 
Dr. Michalle Holland of the USA and Dr Kevin Salevan of the UK as mentioned in 
the said news item so that the Commission may with their help and assistance get 
their DNA tests of the alleged ashes of Netaji done without any further avoidable 
delay A copy of the said letter has also been endorsed to the Ministry of Home 
Affairs, Government of India Their response is still awaited. 

(a) The Director (CNV), Ministry' of External Affairs, Government of India, by 
her d o. letter No 25/4/NGO/Vol.IX dated September 24, 2003, called for 
from the Commission “full details of the communication received from the 
Taiwanese side” with a request : “that any information required to be obtained 
from Taiwan may be referred to the Ministry”. It was further stated in the said 
d o. letter ; “We do not recognise ‘Republic of China’ or ‘Taiwan’ and hence 
we do not have any official dealings with them”. In response to the said d.o. 
letter dated September 24, 2003, xerox copies of the e-mails claimed to have 
been received by Shri Anuj Dhar, an Indian Journalist, from the Mayor of 
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Taipei, ‘the President of the Republic China’. and ‘the Minister of MOTC, 
Taiwan', copies whereof were sent to the Commission by Shri Dhar by e-mail, 
as also Xerox copy of the communications received by the Commission from 
the Mayor of Taipei were furnished by the Commission to the Director 
(CNV). Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India, with 
Commission’s letter No JMC I/DOC (FQR)/99-2000/56(V)/292 dated 
17 10.03 for information and necessary action. The response of the Ministry 
of Ex ternal Affairs , Government of India, is awaited. 

(b) The Minister of Foreign Affairs and the Minister of Transport and 
Communications, Taipei, Taiwan have been requested, inter alia, by 
Commission’s letter No.258 and 257, both dated September 12, 2003 
respectively, to kindly furnish the Commission with authenticated copies of 
relevant documents relating to the information allegedly furnished to Shri 
Anuj Dhar by the aforesaid e-mails. No response has yet been received from 
Taiwan in the said letters of the Commission. 

8 Present whereabouts of all the relevant witnesses examined earlier outside India as also 
of those mentioned anew reportedly living abroad, are yet to be collected by/furnished 
to the Commission and the reports regarding availability/non-availability of the relevant 
documents are yet to be obtained/collected from most of the foreign countries concerned 
by the Ministry o f External Affairs, Government of India to make them available to the 
Commission on receipt of which the Commission might be required to draw up 
programmes for its visit t o the relevant foreign countries including Taiwan for 
examination of witnesses and documents available there as also for inspection of

9 j The original register of cremation permits for the period from i 8.0S.I9d5 to 21.08 1945, 

the original application for cremation permit allegedly filed on 18.08.1945 in the name 
of Chandra Bose or Subhas Chandra Bose, the original application for cremation 
permit, if any, filed on 18.08.1945 or 19.08.1945 in the name of Ichiro Okura, the 
original death certificate allegedly issued in the name of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose 
and the original death certificate, if any, in the name of Ichiro Okura, as called for from 
the Government of Japan by the Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India, 
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through its Embassy in Japan, are yet to be received by the Commission or made 

accessible to it. 

10. Thi‘ report of the Indian Consulate of St. Petersburg as intended to be sent later to the 
Commission in para 4 of the d o. letter No.24/4/NGO-VoI.IX(ll) dated June 1 1, 2003 of 
the Joint Secretary (CNV). Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India, 
addressed to the Secretary’ of the Commission, is yet to be received by the Commission. 

1 I 1 he reports regarding availability of relevant documents in all the remaining archives of 
t he Russian Federation including the KGB Archive and an exhaustive list of all the 
archives of the Russian Federation are yet to be received. 

12. With d o. letter No.25/4/NGO/Vol.(lX) dated September 12, 2003 of the Director 
(CNV), Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India, a copy of the letter 
No ANM.27/1 Jld. 21(33) dated August 30, 2003 of the National Archives of Malaysia 
addressed to the High Commission of India, Kuala Lumpur which states inter alia : 

vve did not found (sic) any document/information on Mr. Netaji Subhas Chandra 
Bose Should we chance upon any information on him in future, we will certainly write 
to you again.” Since the Commission’s inquiry is time-bound, the National Archives of 
Malaysia may be pursued further by the Ministry of External Affairs, Government of 
India, through the High Commission of India, Kuala Lampur. 

13. The Commission by its letter No.JMCI/OverseasAVitnesses/2002-03/70(ll)/188 dated 
August 05, 2003 has requested the Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India to 
send particulars of some suitable willing Indian scholars or students of Post-Graduate 
class indicating /suggesting the rate of remuneration, if any, acceptable to them unless 
they would agree to do the same archival research, free of remuneration for academic 
interest or for their love and respect of Netaji. Further development in the matter is still 
awaited. 

14 With Commission’s letter No.JMCI/OverseasAVitnesses/2002-03/70(Il)/265 dated 
September 17, 2003 addressed to the Joint Secretary (IS), Ministry of Home 
Affairs, Government of India, three notices have been sent with a request for their 
publication through the Indian Embassys/Indian Missions at Singapore, Bangkok, 
and Saigon in English as also in the respective local languages so that the people of 
those places may know about the Commission and the terms of its ongoing inquiry 


and depending upon response of the local people of the said places that may be 
evoked by the publication of the notices, the Commission may take a decision 
regarding its visit to the places for examination of the witnesses and collection of 
relevant documents and materials whichever may be available there. It has been 
also stated in the said letter dated September 17, 2003 of the Commission that it 
intends to publish a similar notice at Taipei, Taiwan, and for this purpose the 
Commission sought for the assistance of the Director, Economic and Cultural 
Center of Taiwan in New Delhi as the Commission has been made to understand 
that no help in this regard w ill be available from the Government of India which has 
no diplomatic relationship with Taiwan. (In response, the said Director has sent a 
regret letter to the Commission at the end of October, 2003.) A copy of the said 
letter dated September 17, 2003 of the Commission has been sent for information to 
the Joint Secretary (CNV), Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India. The 
information regarding publication of the aforesaid notices at Singapore, Bangkok, 
and Saigon as called for from the Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of India, 
is still aw'aited. 

15 The remnants of sealed specimens (teeth) and sealed blood samples have been 
collected from CDFD, Hyderabad on completion of DNA fingerprinting 
examination there and those have been made over to the Centra! Forensic Science 
Laboratory , Kolkata. for proper preservation since the Commission has decided to 
get a second opinion on the issue. 

I<> \Vi\h Commission’s letter No.JMC170verscas/2002-03/70(Vol.M)/621 dated April 
1, 2003. two letters addressed to Prof. E.N. Komorov of Moscow, Academy of 
Sciences, Moscow-, and Prof. Y.V. Pecnenko of St. Petersburg University, each 
accompanied by a copy of the Notification bearing No.Notfn. No./010/99/JMCl 
dated 3 ,J December, 1999 issued by the Commission, were sent to the Secretary, 
Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India, by registered post, with a 
request to cause delivery of the said two ietters with their enclosure to the 
respective addressees through the Indian Embassy in Russia. The relevant extract 
of the supplementary' affidavit dated March 20, 2003 filed before the Commission 
by Dr. Purabi Roy was also sent to the said Secretary with a request to kindly 


apptoach the Government of Russia for access of the Commission to the archives of 
the K G B. (F.S.B.), Federal Security Bureau, in view of the assertion made by Dr. 
Purabi Roy therein A list of witnesses in Russia cited by Dr Purabi Roy in her 
original affidavit dated June 8. 2000 was also sent to the said Secretary with the 
request to kindly cause verification through the Indian Embassy in Russian Union 
as to whether those cited Russian witnesses will be available for their examination 
by the Commission and if so, to kindly ascertain and intimate to the Commission 
the convenience of the said persons as to the dates, hours and places when and 
where they like to be examined as witnesses. The Joint Secretary (CNV), Ministry 
of External Affairs, Government of India, in his d o letter No.25/4/NGO-Vol.IX 
dated April 22, 2003 stated inter alia with reference to the Commission’s aforesaid 
letter dated April 1 , 2003 : “As desired by the Commission, the two letters have 
been forwarded to Moscow and St. Petersburg, respectively. As regards the 
Commission’s request for taking up the matter with the Government of Russia of 
access to the archiv es of the Federal Security Bureau, we would like to draw your 
attention to the note verbale dated 28 th June, 2001 from the Russian Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs (copy forwarded with our letter No.25/4/NGO-Vol.Vl dated 
01 1 0.200 1 ) which states that there are no records in the archive relating to Nctaji 
Subhas Chandra Bose. In this connection, we are enclosing another note verbale 
dated 20 th March, 2003 from the Russian Ministry of Foreign Affairs reiterating the 
same position. In view of this, it is felt that another reference to the Russian 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs on the same issue will not be of much use.” The 
Director (CNV), Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India, in her d o. 
letter No 25/4/NGO/Vol X dated October 13, 2002 (received by the Commission on 
28.10.03), in reply to the Commission’s said letter dated April 1, 2003, has stated, 
inter alia : “Our Mission in Moscow has sent communications in writing to all the 
listed witnesses” and has also sent the response in original received by the Indian 
Mission in Moscow from Dr. R.B. Rybakov, Director of Institute of Oriental 
Studies along with the English translation thereof. In responding to the said letter 
the Commission has pointed out (by its do. letter 
No JMCI/OverseasAVitnesses/2002-03/70(Vol.II)/301 dated October 29, 2003) that

Your Excellency, it is with a sense of gratitude that I write to you. On 12 March this year I had the 
pleasure of receiving a reply from the Taipei City Government to a plea I had made in the name of 
human rights to Dr Ying-jeou Ma. That kind gesture of Hon’able Mayor Ma has prompted me to 
place the matter before you, sir, with the plea that Your Excellency consider it for the sake of 
millions of Indians. 

Mr President, one of the most loved Indians ever, Subhas Chandra Bose, was reported killed in a 
plane crash in Taipei on August 18, 1945. Some eminent Indian Lawmakers visiting Taipei in 1967 
had requested the authorities to appraise them of the facts on the issue. The ROC Foreign Ministry' 
was generous enough to check records and state that there was no evidence of either the crash or 
the death of Bose in Taipei in August 1945. The visitors, one of whom is still in public life, were 
also told that the first Mayor of Taipei had earlier held an inquiry into the issue. 

On 4 March this year, 1 requested Mayor Ma to cheek facts and the generosity was evident yet 
again in line with information given to the lawmakers in 1967, the Taipei City Government 
informed me via e-mail that "there is no such record of a plane crash in Taipei on that date". I was

Your request has been forwarded 
through Office of the President, Republic of China and Taiwan 
Ministry of Transportation and Communications and then been 
processed by Civil Aeronautics Administration. 


First, the ROC. government drew back Taiwan after WW1I, where 
belonged to Japanese since 1S95 as a colony and the precise 
retrocession date was on 10/25 in 1945. Prior to that date, 

Japanese colonialists were still responsible of not only military 
but also civilian activities in Taiwan. Unfortunately, after 
reviewing all hand over records during the period from 8/14/1945 
to 10/25/1945, there was no evidence shows that one plane had 
ever crashed at old Matsuyama airport (now is Taipei Domestic 
Airport) carrying Mr. Subhas Chandra Bose. However, the most 
significant and possible accident in the record shows there 
exists one U.S.C-47 trasnporter carrying 26 people( most of them 
are believed former American POWs just released from the camps in 
Philippines) crashed on 09/20-23/1945 in Mt. Trident, Taitung 
area , where is about 200 nautical miles away from Taipei 
southeasterly and 3000 feet high. All the search and rescue 
operations in accident were organized by both Japanese and U.S. 
military authorities while conducted by Taiwanese natives. We may 
not sure whether U.S. still hold the passenger lists of that 
crashed plane by the very limited information, but this is the 
most closest information we could gathered after the most effort 
we did in this regard.

l gather from a Press Trust oflndia report that the Hon'ablc Commission has decided to visit the 
Republic of China to ascertain facts about the alleged plane crash on 18 August 1945 and the "death" 
of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose as a result of this crash. In this connection, 1 have been able to gather 
some information that I would like to immediately convey to His Lordship Justice Manoj Kumar 
Mukherjee: 

1. On 12 March 2003. 1 received an e-mail from the office of Dr Ying-Jeou Ma, the Hon'ablc Mayor 
of Taipei city, in response to my request seeking the facts about the reported crash at old Matsuyama, 
airport, which at present is the Taipei Domestic Airport. This e-mail stated that the Taipei C ity 
Government did not have any recoid of any such crash on that date. 

2. Following this. 1 requested His Excellency Chen Shui-bian, the President of the Republic oi China, 
t ucc o nfn m whether or not a plane carrying Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose crashed at old Matsuyama 
am port on 18 August 1945. On 24 July 2003, the Office of the President very kindly informed me via 
e-mail that they were forwarding the matter to the government agency in charge. Ministry oi 
Transportation and Communications (MOTC), for a formal reply. 

3. Mr Ling-San Lin, the Hon'ablc Minister of MOTC, was gracious enough to personally write to me 
on 5 August 2003. The Minister stated the matter was processed by the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration and involved extensive reviewing all records covering the period between 14 August 
1945 to 25 October 1945. The result was the confirmation that there was no evidence to show that a 
plane carrying Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose had ever crashed in Taipei.

4. Until 25 October 1945, the Japanese were in charge of the civil and military administration of then 
Formosa. But on their departure, they left many records with the new Government. On the basis of 
these records Mr Lin was able to detail an air crash on September 20-23, 1945 involving a US C-47 
transporter. So any suggestion that might be raised in future that ROC Government may not be in a 
position to ascertain what happened prior to 25 October 1945 would be unfounded. 

5. In addition, the Japanese Government had told the Shah Nawaz Committee about a "cremation 
permit" lying with the Taipei Municipal Bureau. This permit, the Japanese Government affirmed, 
corresponded to Netaji. And there was the disputed "death certificate", a copy of which too was 
obtained by journalist Marin Shah in 1946 from Taipei Municipal Bureau. Both these instances prove

6 . I he inforniation given in points 1 , 2. and 3 is also in tune with the deposition of three distinguished 
Members of Parliament -- H V Kaniath, Govinda Mulka Reddy and Prakash Vir Sliastri -- before 
Khosla Commission. Messrs Reddy and Sliastri were part of a delegation that in 1967 visited ROC 
wheie they were told by the oiliciais of that country* that there was no evidence of the reported crash 
and the subsequent "death” of Netaji. 

7. As per my knowledge, the sole surviving member the delegation that visited ROC in 1967 is Or L 
M Singhvi, the former High Commissioner of India to United Kingdom. 1 chanced to speak with Dr 
Singhvi last year and he was able to recall that during that visit the issue of Netaji's "death" did come 
up for discussion. 


8. I am forwarding for your perusal all e-mails I received from the Republic of China including the 
Taipei Mayor’s office. It will be seen that there are many jumbled characters in these mails apart from 
the relevant message in English They are in fact the Chinese letters which have got corrupted as my 
computer did not have required software to read the Chinese script. Besides, my request to President 
Chen Shui-bian can be seen at the ROC President's official website at

In acknowledging with thanks the receipt of your d o. letter No.25/4/NGO/VolX 
dated 13 October, 2003 and its enclosures viz. a letter from Dr. R.B. Rybakov, Director 
of Institute of Oriental Studies, Russian Academy of Sciences, addressed to Mr Satvir 
Singh, Director of Jawaharlal Nehru Cultural Centre, Embassy of India in Russian 
Federation, and its English translation, I would like to state that though your 
above-quoted d o. letter professes to be in reply to the Commission’s letter no. 
JMCI/Overseas/Witnesses/2002-2003/70 (Vol.II)/621 dated 1 April, 2003, it (your reply) 
has not adverted to all the requests made in the Commission’s aforesaid letter dated 1 
April, 2003. 

In the first para of the Commission’s above-quoted letter, there was a request to 
cause delivery of the letters along with their enclosures addressed to Prof. E.N.Kamorov 
of Moscow Academy of Sciences and Prof. Y.V. Pechenko of St. Petersburg University, 
but neither your d o. letter nor its enclosure speaks about the fate of those two letters. 

In the second para of the Commission’s letter, there was an express request to 
approach the Government of Russia for access of the Commission to the archives of 
KGB(FSB). Your d o. letter is unfortunately silent on this point also. 

Along with the Commission’s above-quoted letter a list of witnesses in Russia, as 
cited by Dr. Purabi Roy in her original affidavit dt. 8 June, 2000, was sent to your 
Ministry with a request to kindly cause verification through the Indian Embassy in 
Russian Union as to whether those cited witnesses would be available for their 
examination by the Commission. There was a further request to ascertain and intimate to

the Commission the convenience of those persons^? available, as to the dates, hours and 
places of their examination as witnesses. Though you stated in para two of your d.o. 
letter dt. 13 October, 2003 that your Mission in Moscow had sent communications in 
writing to those listed witnesses, your d.o. letter does not speak about its outcome. The 
letter of Dr. R.B. Rybakov also does not give any answer to the query about the witnesses 
made in para three of the Commission’s letter. 


I am directed to request you to kindly let the Commission know the result of the 
requests made in paras one,two and three of its letter dt. 1 April,2003. 


As regards the proposals of Dr. Rybakov to organise a meeting of Russian 
historians dealing with the problem of a special investigation on life and activities of 
Subhash Chandra Bose with the Commission, I am directed to inform you that the 
Commission will communicate its considered decision in due course. 


An early reply on all the points in Commission’s above-quoted letter dt. 1 April, 
2003 will be highly appreciated.

3. We had earlier pointed out to the JMCI that any proposal or 
request for seeking information from Taiwan should be referred to this 
Ministry, as we do not have any official dealings with the ‘Republic of 
China’ or Taiwan’. We have now again reiterated this advice to the 
JMCI in the context of their present letter under reference. We have 
underlined that the JMCI should not send such communications 
directly to the Taiwanese “Government” authorities. 

4. It has been decided in consultation with JS (EA), to seek the 
assistance of your office for obtaining the requisite documents 
identified by the JMCI. We would appreciate your early feedback on the 
progress of your efforts in this regard, so that the JMCI can be kept 
informed accordingly.

3. The JMCI has drawn attention to references contained in the 
1995 news item about the ‘composition of a Committee consisting of 
DNA experts, CBI officials etc.’ and about the opinion of two DNA 
experts- namely Dr. Michalle Holland from the USA and Dr. Kevin 
Salevan from UK.

The Status Note of the Ministry' of Home Affairs, Government of India sent under 
their letter No.I/12014/53/2000-NCB dated 19/24.09.03 and received by the 
Commission on 26.09.03 in respect of para 5 of the Status Report for the month of 
February, 03; paras 4, 5, 6, 7, & 1 1(c) of the Status Report for the month of May, 
03, and paras 3, 4, & 5 of the Status Report for the month of June, 03 is being 
examined. 

The Commission had fixed a hearing on September 16, 2003 in the Annexe 
Building, Mahajati Sadan, Kolkata to examine seven witnesses and to hold a 
discussion on the Status Report as on 12.09.2003 (forenoon) prepared for the 
purpose of the said hearing of the Commission.

Mahajati Sadan, Koikata to examine seven witnesses and to hold a 
discussion on the Status Report as on 12.09.2003 (forenoon) prepared for the 
purpose of the said hearing of the Commission. Out of seven witnesses summoned, 
three were present and examined at the time of the said hearing when the 
Commission also held a discussion on the said Status Report. 


Following a query' raised by the Commission, the National Archive of the Government 
of the U K. has given the Commission to understand that there are certain documents 


with them which may be of interest to it (the Commission) . Accordingly, steps have 
been taken to obtain photo-copies of three of those documents which pur portly relate to 
the relevant period. 

Present whereabouts of all the relevant witnesses examined earlier outside India as also 
of those mentioned anew reportedly living abroad, are yet to be collected by/furnished 
to die Commission and the reports regarding availability/non-availability of the relevant 
documents are yet to be obtained/collected from most of the foreign countries concerned 
by the Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India to make them available to the 
Commission on receipt of which the Commission might be required to draw up 
programmes for its visit to the relevant foreign countries including Taiwan for 
examination of witnesses and documents available there as also for inspection of 
important relevant sites in those countries. 

There has been no positive development as yet in the matter of DNA testing of the 
alleged mortal remains of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose allegedly kept in the Renkoji 
temple in Japan notwithstanding close persuasion of the matter during the last one year 
by the Commission with the Ministry of Home Affairs and the Ministry of External 
Affairs, Government of India as also with the Embassy of India in Japan and direct 
approach by the Commission to various organisations in India and abroad having 
expertise in DNA testing besides elaboration by the Commission to the Ministry of 
Home Affairs, Government of India of various socio-political ramifications of the issue 
of handling of the said mortal remains and taking samples thereof for the purpose of 
holding various scientific tests including anthropological evaluation and DNA test. 
However, with Commission’s letter No.JMCI/EO/2002-03/83(Ill)/245 dated September 
05, 2003 the Secretary', Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India has been 
furnished with a copy of the news item captioned. “Government to authenticate on 
Netaji’s ashes by DNA test” published in the Delhi edition of ‘The Statesman’ on 
Saturday, October 28, 1995 and has been requested to let the Commission know what 
has actually happened with regard to the reported decision of the Government of India 
to opt for DNA test of the alleged ashes of Netaji by forming a Committee consisting of 



DNA experts, C' B i officials, etc as reported in the said news item and has also been 
requested to make available to the Commission the services of CDFD, Hyderabad, a 
competent member of the C.R ! and the DNA experts viz , Dr. Michailc Holland of the 
USA and Dr Kevin Salevan of the l K as mentioned in the said news item so that the 
Commission may with their help and assistance get the DNA tests of the alleged ashes 
done without any fuithcr avoidable delay A copy of the said letter has also been 
endorsed to the Ministry of Home Affairs. Government of India. ! lowever, in reply to 
our earlier query, the Director (CNV). Ministry of External Affairs, Government of 
India has stated, inter alia, in her d o letter No.25/4/NGQ-Yol.lX(l) dated 04.09.03 that 
the Indian Mission in Tokyo “had located Prof. Momoki Hirai, a DNA expert who is a 
Professor in the Department of Integrated Biosciences. Graduate School of frontier 
Sciences, University of Tokyo.”. 

The original register of cremation permits for the period from 18.08 i 945 to 2! 08 1945, 
the original application for cremation permit allegedly filed on 18 08.1945 in t he name 
of Chandra Bose or Subhas Chandra Bose, the original application for cremation 
permit, if any, filed on 18.08 1945 or 19.08 1945 in the name of Ichiro Okura, the 
original death certificate allegedly issued in the name of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose 
and the original death certificate, if any, in the name offehiro Okura, as called for from 
the Government of Japan by the Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India, 
through its Embassy in Japan, are yet to be received by the Commission or made 
accessible to it 

The report of the Indian Consulate of St Petersburg as intended to be sent later to the 
Commission in para 4 of the d o. letter No.24/4/NGO-Vol.lX(Il) dated June 1 1, 2003 of 
the Joint Secietary (CNV), Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India, 
addressed to the Secretary of the Commission, is yet to be received by the Commission 

By Commission's letter No.JMCL / DOC{FOR)/99-2000/56(V)/270 dated September 23, 
2003 the Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India has’been requested to let 
the Commission know the further developments in the pending matters mentioned in 



their do loiter No 25/4/NGO-VoI(lX) dated June 27, 2003 including the matters of 
A/.erbaizan, Belarus. Lithuania, Georgia, Tazikistan, Ukraine, Uzbekistan, Japan, 
Vietnam, Thailand . Malaysia, and Ireland It has been mentioned in the Commission’s 
said letter that the Directors, Lithuanian Literature and Art Archive, Lithuanian Central 
State Archive, and Lithuanian New State Archive have intimated in reply to our e mails 
to them that there are no documents relating to Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose in their 


respective archives. 


10. The reports regarding availability of relevant documents in all the remaining archives of 
the Russian f ederation including the KGB Archive and an exhaustive list ol all the 
archives of t he Russian Federation are yet to be received. 




11. With do letter No.25/4/NGO/Vol.(iX) dated September 12, 2003 of the Director 
(CNV), Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India, a copy of the letter 
No.ANM.27/1 Jld 21(33) dated August 30, 2003 of the National Archives of Malaysia 
addressed to the High Commission of India, Kuala Lumpur which states inter alia ; 

“ we did not found (sic) any document/information on Mr. Netaji Subhas Chandra 

Bose Should we chance upon any information on him in future, we will certainly write 
to you again.” Since the Commission’s inquiry is time-bound the National Archives of 
Malaysia may be pursued further by the Ministry of External Affairs, Government of 
India, through the High Commission of India, Kuala Lampur.

The Justice Mukherjee Commission of Inquiry (JMCI) set up by the 
Government in December 1999 to inquire into the facts and circumstances 
relating to the disappearance of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose has been 
examining the question of carrying out DNA tests of the alleged mortal remains 
of Netaji believed to be kept in a temple in Japan. As you are aware, MHA 
have already clarified to JMCI that appointment of experts for such testing is 
to be done by the Justice Mukherjee Commission. Nevertheless, given the 
politically sensitive nature of the issue, I felt that it would be important for the 
Government to firm up its own thinking on the vital issues surrounding this 
matter and the position that needs to be adopted as and when JMCI 
approaches the Government in this regard.

3. This being a politically sensitive and volatile issue attracting 
considerable media attention, any suggestion by the JMCI or others of 
Government apathy or lack of cooperation would attract criticism. Similarly, 
failure by JMCI in implementing its decisions or failure to observe the 
appropriate traditions and customs while opening the casket or taking out the 



ashes may also be seen as a failure of the Government to assist the JMCI 
appropriately. 

4. In view of the above, I had asked the concerned officers in the Ministry to 
prepare a brief background note on the basis of records available with us. A 
copy of this note is enclosed. As the JMCI process falls under the purview of 
the Ministry of Home Affairs and the role of the Ministry of External Affairs is 
limited to being that of a facilitator, I thought of bringing this matter to your 
attention.

BACKGROUND ON THE PROPOSAL FOR DNA 
EXAMINATION OF THE ALLEGED MORTAL REMAINS OF 

NETAJI SUBHAS CHANDRA BOSE, BELIEVED TO BE 

KEPT IN RENKOJI TEMPLE, JAPAN 


The Justice Mukherjee Commission of Inquiry (JMCI) 
was set up in December 1999 to inquire into the facts and 
circumstances relating to the disappearance of Netaji Subhas 
Chandra Bose in 1945 and the subsequent developments 
connected therewith- including whether Netaji Subhas 
Chandra Bose is dead or alive; if he is dead, whether he died 
in the plane crash, as alleged; and whether the ashes in the 
Japanese temple are indeed the ashes of Netaji Subhas 
Chandra Bose. 

2. By way of background, it may be mentioned that in 
February 1995, the Union Cabinet had considered the 
question of bringing the alleged mortal remains of Netaji from 
Japan to India. While deferring a final decision in the matter, 
the Cabinet had then directed that the dependability of the 
arrangements in Japan should be properly examined and 
that a contingency plan for the proper upkeep of the mortal 
remains should be drawn up. 

3. Thereafter, in September 1995, Shri Ashish C. Ray of 
CNN who is the son of Netaji’s elder brother, had proposed to 
the Prime Minister to arrange the conducting of a DNA test, 
which could provide conclusive and incontrovertible evidence 
as to whether the ashes at Renkoji Temple, are Netaji’s or 
not. It was then further proposed that an international team 
of experts, one of whom could be from the DNA Centre at 
Hyderabad, besides observers from the Bose family and other 
groups, be entrusted with the job. 

4. The aspect of security of the ‘ashes’ kept in an urn at 
the Renkoji Temple, was also considered and highlighted in 
the then Foreign Secretary’s letter dated 19 June 1995 to the 
then Home Secretary. It was pointed out then that, like all 
Shrines in Japan, there is no security, except what is 


ensured by the reverence and respect shown by the Japanese 
towards religious places. The door is normally kept closed 
though there is no guarantee that it is always locked. It was 
also stressed that the Shrine is not exclusively devoted to the 
ashes of Netaji and is visited by other worshippers. Any 
request from the Indian side to strengthen security was seen 
as not likely to be received kindly by the Japanese, as the 
Shrine is a place of worship open to all, and could also 
provoke the Japanese to suggest that the ashes should be 
taken to India. 

5. In September 2002 a JMCI team visited the Renkoji 
Temple in Tokyo, Japan where it is believed Netaji’s ashes are 
kept. The Embassy of India, Tokyo was requested to obtain 
expert advice on whether the ashes contain material that can 
be used for DNA testing. The Mission in Tokyo located a 
Japanese expert, by the name of Prof. Momoki Hirai of the 
University of Tokyo. The expert agreed to do the requisite 
examination on the remains to ascertain whether it can be 
tested for DNA. 

6. In the meanwhile, Smt. Krishna Bose, Member of 
Parliament and Chairperson of the Standing Committee on 
External Affairs wrote to our Ambassador in Tokyo, 
conveying that while she had no objection to the proposal, 
‘prior and proper arrangements should be made by selecting 
top DNA experts in the world’. The Renkoji Temple 
authorities on their part had expressed ‘concern with regard 
to the opening and re-opening of the mortal remains of Netaji 
in view of the religious sensitivities under Buddhist 
traditions’ and had conveyed to our Mission, the need to 
observe proper formalities and notice from the GOI for 
opening the casket for DNA test, etc. 

7. A meeting taken by Special Secretary (JSK) in the 
Ministry of Home Affairs on 20 May 2003 had discussed the 
issue of DNA testing of Netaji’s alleged remains. MHA officials 
pointed out that blood samples of two sons of the elder 
brother of Netaji and one person from his maternal lineage, 
collected by the Commission had been sent to the DNA 
testing centre in Hyderabad. The Chief Forensic Adviser 
present at the meeting opined that material for a DNA test 


can be isolated from un-burnt bones and teeth but not from 
ash. However to ascertain this, the contents of the urn 
containing the ashes, kept at the Renkoji Temple would need 
to be examined. 

8. In theHight of the observations made by Smt. Krishna 
Bose, advice on the required parameters for identification of 
a suitable DNA expert and as to whether a Japanese and an 
Indian expert needed to work together on the project was 
sought from the Ministry of Home Affairs which is the nodal 
agency coordinating work in this regard. MHA, in its initial 
response, suggested that MEA depute an Indian DNA expert 
to Japan for examination of the remains in association with 
the identified Japanese expert. Since the JMCI process falls 
under the purview of the MHA and the role of the MEA is 
limited to being that of a facilitator, it was conveyed to MHA 
that once they had taken a decision to subject the remains to 
DNA testing and selected the experts, MEA could thereafter 
take further action in facilitating their visit to Japan for 
liaison with the local government and the Renkoji Temple 
authorities. 

9. MHA subsequently clarified that the ‘appointment of 
experts for the purpose of DNA testing is to be done by the 
Justice Mukerjee Commission’. MHA has also clarified the 
following points: - 

• Issues like decision on holding of anthropological 
evaluation to determine feasibility of DNA testing/ 
selection of experts fall under the JMCI’s purview. 

• A formal meeting in MHA (with MEA and other 
concerned Ministries / Departments) to consider these 
issues is not necessary. 

• JMCI’s decision on these issues, as and when taken, 
could be conveyed to MEA for facilitating the visit of 
experts to Japan. 

• MHA has conveyed suggestions received from Shri 
Sugata Bose, Director, Netaji Research Bureau, Kolkata 
underlying the following: - 

(a) the need to ensure that any test is done with the 
deepest reverence and respect; 




(b) that any DNA test must be conducted by a top DNA 
expert or experts in the world, and 

(c) that proper sensitivity should be shown to Japanese 
sentiments. 

10. Given the fact that this is a politically sensitive matter, 
there is a need to ensure that the concerns and sensitivities 
of all concerned are taken into account. Our efforts should be 
to ensure that the process of DNA testing is undertaken with 
utmost care and that the deepest reverence and respect is 

shown to the mortal remains of Netaji.

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JAWAHARAL NEHRU AND 
"HE RED THREAT TO INDIA 

By ELLIOT ERIKSON 


H OW FAR do Jawaharal Nehru’s sympathies 
really lie with world Communism? How much 
of a threat is the Kremlin to India? The ques- 
tions become ever greater puzzles that have more and 
more menace in their content. 

Within the United Nations, India has been much 
more of a friend of the U.S.S.R. than it has been of 
■the United States. Y. K. Krishna-Menon, India’s dele- 
gate, is a man of strong and long-standing Communist 
sympathies. During his stay in England as a student, 
ke wrote articles for the London Daily Worker. He 
joined the English Labor Party, and in the early days 
of the war, before Hitler attacked Russia, Krishna- 
tfenon refused to break with the Communists, although 
the rest of the laborites did. 

Consequently, Krishna-Menon was cut off the lists 
of laborite parliamentary candidates. Then, when the 
panzers hurtled across the steppes, he came out for full 
lid to the Soviets, earning much animosity in India, 
m diere many saw the war as a chance to revolt against 
eg England. Now, Krishna-Menon sits in the United 
ar Nations, and hurls long streams of abuse at Americans. 
ve Nehru himself proclaims Indian “neutrality” in 
the cold war, but assaults America frequently, seldom 
rg fitting at Russia. He has engineered the Asian-Arab 
e _ Hoc which sides much more with the Soviets than 
ct nth the United States. He sells radioactive Thorium, 
i product useful for atom-bomb manufacture, to the 
Soviets *)ut none to the West. 

The question of whom his actions aid does not exist, 
foe most important problem is how much does he act 
mt of genuine sympathy and 
^ iow much out of political fear? 

Within India itself, Nehru 
0 f iardly ranks as a leftist, de- 
t ]l jpite his increasingly loud talk 
of Socialism. His government 
n . kas done nothing about land 
aS reform, little about public de- 
relopment of industry, and has 
if, dways managed to gain the 
vn ^PPort of the wealthy manu- 
al facturers of the industrial cen- 
ntr lers. Indian capitalists, some 
qr * the richest in the world, are 
lot as taxed or restricted as 
a g their American counterparts.

India during the war, and when 
mob fighting broke out against 
the English, Americans became 
involved as a matter of course. 
To the Indian, it is easy to pic- 
ture America as simply the suc- 
cessor to the crown of English 
imperialism. Nehru, who knows 
the Indian mind well, undoubt- 
edly thinks that a strong alliance 
with the West would mean a 
disaster. 

But the Communist world is 
able to put much pressure on him. 
The military threat to India has been overestimated, 
especially by circles in the Indian government who 
would like American money without having to give up 
their present anti-American position. True, Tibet no 
longer exists as a buffer between the sub-continent and 
China. Afghanistan could fall in hours. But a Chi- 
nese or Russian military invasion still would have to 
channel itself through a handful of small passes and 
over rugged mountain roads. Armor would find its 
gasoline supplies hard to furnish and easy to block. 
Infantry could be bottled up in the Himalayas. 

Already, English jets and facilities for maintaining 
them exist in Pakistan. The fields could be swiftly 
filled with American Sabres, and with tactical atomic 
bombs that could possibly make any Russo-Chinese 
invasion of India a debacle. 

The political threat is a different story. Perhaps 
a major element in this menace is the mystery of the 
supposedly dead leader, Chandra Bose. 

During the war, Chandra Bose volunteered his serv- 
ices to the Japanese, and led a “liberation” army which 
was supposed to help Nippon in its invasion of India. 
The army accomplished nothing, but Chandra Bose 
increased his standing as a national hero. Before the 
war, he was an arch-priest of violence in the overthrow 
of the British; despite the opposition of both Nehru 
and Gandhi, he got himself elected as leader of the 
Congress Party. 

Now, for his work with the Japanese, Bose is con- 
sidered a hero by the millions who rioted in the abor- 
tive 1942 revolt against the British, and who were 

put down with tank guns and 
tear gas. Countless families 
have but two pictures in their 
homes — those of Gandhi and 
Chandra Bose. Numerous Con- 
gress Party officials, even those 
who strongly oppose Chandra 
Bose and all he stands for, say 
that if the unpredictable rebel 
lived today, he, not Nehru, 
would rule India. 

There is a strong possibility 
that Bose is alive. At the end 
of the war, when the Japanese 
front collapsed in Burma, Bose, 
if he showed himself, ran a 
great risk of being prosecuted 
as an international war cri- 
minal. He was supposed to 
have tried to escape Burma by 
plane, and died in a crash. 

Yet numerous people report 
seeing him after his supposed 
death, including a nurse in a 
field hospital who treated him 
for minor injuries. His body 
was never found, and Allied 
intelligence officers could find 
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no evidence that he died in the wreckage of the plane 
he was pposed to have fallen in. 

The rumor persists that he soon took another plane, 
time to Yen an, then the capital of Communist 
(jnina. At that time, India was not yet free, and Bose 
could have easily been hunting for a new possible 
enemy of England who would precipitate another war 
that might collapse the British Empire. World Com- 
munism would be an excellent candidate. 

If Bose is still held prisoner in Communist China, 
he could be sprung as the leader of a Red “liberation” 
of India from capitalism. The most strongly anti- 
ConTTnunist Congress leaders admit that if such an 
event happened, Indian resistance to China would 
collapse immediately. 

The internal political threat is a more tangible 
menace than rumors about a dead man, but the geog- 
raphy of this threat is more important than the num- 
bers. The Indian Communist Party is now the second 
largest in the nation, holding 30 per cent of the vote. 
Also, it has a large number of armed irregulars who 
have carried on partisan warfare with the government 
for years. 

The Indian Army has shown itself quite able to take 
care of the partisans, and, although Nehru is indif- 
ferent toward armed Chinese ravagers in Korea, he 
is quite ruthless in dealing with the Red revolution 
when it sticks out its head in his own nation. 

'TT'HE Communist vote has not affected the Congress 
1 strength. The Congress is still overwhelmingly 
the majority party, both among the people and in 
parliament. The supporters of Moscow draw their 
strength from areas which never voted for the Con- 
gress anyway, notably industrial workers and the dis- 
affected nationalities of the South. Formerly these 
votes went to the impractical, non-violent Socialists, 
but when it became obvious that the Socialist Party 
could accomplish nothing, its supporters turned 
Communist. 

Communist control in the South is most dangerous 
to the concept of a united India. Bolsheviks now con- 
trol the whole tip of the southward-pointing spearhead 
which is India. In this tip, not only is landlordism 
at its unmitigated worst, but there is dissatisfaction 
on another score: the primarily centralist Congress 
wanted a strong national government, and English 
and Hindustani as the official languages. The southern 
provinces have histories and languages of their own, 
and separatism has always been popular among them. 
Now the Communists have succeeded in ending Hin- 
dustani as the official language of the South, substi- 
tuting local dialects. Continued agitation could pos- 
sibly bring about separatism, and open civil war. If 
the Kremlin wanted to fish in such troubled waters 
by supplying arms, ammunition, and propaganda, 
Nehru’s government might be pushed over the edge of 
bankruptcy by the cost of the resultant struggle. 

In the cities, unemployment is a growing problem. 
The Ford Foundation now lists it as more important 
than food. Formerly the Indian worker often earned 
less *han was required to buy enough food to eat, and 
slept 13 in a room in cheap and unsanitary housing. 
Disease and discontent were rampant, and the Soviets 
exploited the situation to the full. 

In one foreign-owned steel mill, the Indian laborers 
became so infuriated, they threw the European fore- 
men into the blast furnaces. The Indian anti-Commu- 
nist agitator, Swarup, had great difficulties in issuing 
his pamphlets, since the printers’ unions refused to 
print them. The temper of the Indian worker is ugly; 
the wealthy mill owners and ex-nobles sit in their

beautiful mansions in Calcutta and Bombay and 
refuse to invest anything. They feel quite openly that 
it is only a question of time. They see themselves as 
lost in their own country, and make plans openly 
for quick flight from the mobs in the slums so near 
to them. The desperate economic circumstances of 
these seething crowds now become worse. 

Before the last elections, Nehru adopted a moderate 
policy. He was quite strict in showing his neutrality, 
and he always was a sincere believer in peace. In 
India proper, he talked Socialism but listened atten- 
tively to his Conservative advisers. He believed very 
strongly that China could be encouraged to break 
away from Moscow, if China saw it had a strong bloc 
of Asian friends to balance against the Occident. 

Then China seized Tibet, and the Indian elections 
threatened his nation with near dissolution. Nehru 
had to insure support among his own people, and 
simultaneously to buy as much internal peace as he 
could from Moscow. 

For the Kremlin, India is perhaps more useful as a 
willing pawn than as an obvious chattel. Nehru 
undoubtedly gambles that the Politburo will see it 
that way, and Malenkov so far acts as if he does. 

If such is the true set of motives for Nehru’s policy, 
does he gamble correctly, or, by strengthening Com- 
munism, does he lay the cornerstone for his and India s 
political tomb ?

L am afraid that l 
cannot be of assistance in this matter - my laboratory has not been involved directly in forensic DNA 
analysis for 10 years and we are neither equipped nor accredited for this type of investigation. 

Instead, 1 would strongly recommend that you contact one of 

the national forensic service laboratories, for example the UK Forensic Science Service in 
B irmmuh am. who are fully tooled up to perform the complex analysis required in this case. It might 
also be worth exploring options in India - one obvious contact would be Dr Lalji Singh, director of 
the CCMT in I lyderabad.

1. This Status Report is in continuation of the Status Report for the period front 
01.07.2003 to 31.07.2003 forwarded by the Commission to all concerned for 
taking necessary action at their respective ends.. 

2. There has been no further development in respect of the matters stated in - 

(i) para 3 of the Status Report for the period from 01.02.2003 to 
28.02.2003; 

(ii) para 11(a), (b), and (d) of the Status Report for the period from 
01.05.2003 to 3 1 .05.2003; and 

(iii) Paras 8 and 9 of the Status Report for the period from 01.06.2003 to 
30.06.2003. 

3. T he documents referred to at Serial Nos.(ii).(iii),(iv),(v) and (vi) of para 2 of the 
letter No.28 1 / 1 2/1/2000-1S dated 13.11.2002 of the Cabinet Secretariat and 
mentioned in Commission’s letter No. JMCI/Records/ND/99-2000/37(iv)/39 dated 
April 28, 2003 addressed to the Director (Sl-II), Ministry of Home Affairs, 
Government of India, are yet to be received. The reply given by the Ministry of 
Home Affairs, Government of India by their letter No.I/ 120 14/1 3/2000-IS-V(NCB) 
Vol. ill dated August 6. 2003 addressed to the Secretary of the Commission 
answers the query raised by the Commission in its aforesaid letter dated April 28, 
2003 but does not furnish the documents sought for therein. 

■4. Regarding the matter of para 15 of the Status Report for the period from 01.02.2003 
to 28.02.2003 the Ministry of Information and Broadcasting has sent a copy of the 
I.D. Note No. 3/23/95/P- 1 dated 02.01.2003 with their letter No. 2/5(1 0)2002-F(S) 
dated July 31, 2003 wherein it is stated inter alia that they “have not been able to 
find any recorded material or otherwise, which could throw light on the query” 


made in the Commission’s d.o. letter No. JMCI/Rccords/99-2000/37tlIl)/359 dated 
October 3. 2002 addressed to the Secretary, Ministry of Information and 
Broadcasting. Government of India. 

Apropos para 5 of the Status Report lor June, 2003, the Ministry of Home Affairs, 
Government of India, has sent their letter No.I/I2014/13/2000-lS-V(NCB) (1*1.) 
dated 23.07.2003 which does not specifically state about the availability / non- 
availability of the documents called for by Commission's letter 
No.JMCl/1 1/2000/542 dated February 17, 2003 read with its letter No. 
JMCI/1 1/2000/15 dated April 11, 2003, both addressed to the Ministry of Home 
Affairs, Government of India. 

In the matters concerning D.N.A. tests of the alleged mortal remains of Nctaji 
Subhas Chandra Bose kept in Renkoji temple as stated in para 3 of the Status 
Report from 01.07.2003 to 31.07.2003 the Ministry of Home Adairs in their letter 
No.l/ 1 201 4/1 3/2000-IS-V(NCB)Vol.IV dated August 13, 2003 sent by Fax has 
stated inter alia : “Decision regarding holding of anthropological evaluation for 
determining the feasibility of DNA test and selection of experts for the purpose fall 
within the purview of the JMCI and appropriate decisions have to be taken by it. A 
formal meeting in MHA with MBA and other Ministries/Departments to decide 
such matters is not considered necessary”., and the Ministry of External Affairs in 
their d.o. letter No.25/4/NGO/Vol.IX dated August 4, 2003 has stated inter alia : 

“ we would request the Commission to select an Indian and a Japanese 

D.N.A. expert to enable this Ministry to facilitate the process with the help of our 
Embassy in Tokyo*’. It is also stated in the said d.o. letter dated August 4. 2003 : 
“Shri Atiab Seth. Ambassador of India in Tokyo informed that the Mission had 

identified a Japanese expert for the purpose Ambassador Seth sought 

Ministry's advice on the parameters for identification of a suitable DNA expert 

" The particulars and the credentials of the DNA expert said to have been 

identified by the Ambassador of India in Tokyo have not been communicated to the 
Commission either by the Ministry of External Affairs or by the Ministry of Home 
Affairs. Government of India. 


7. The specimen handwritings ot Nelaji Subhas Chandra Bose and the first bunch of 
the documents containing a number of questioned handwritings allegedly ol 
‘Gumnami Iiaba’ of Faizabad have been made over to the third handwriting expert 
on August 28, 2003 for necessary comparison of those two sets of handwritings. 

8. By Commission's letter No .JMCI/EO '2002-2003/83/207 dated August 18, 2003 
sent by FAX as well as Speed I’ost, the Director, Centre for DNA Fingerprinting 
and Diagnostics, Hyderabad, has been requested to kindly keep scientifically 
preserved for sometime more in his Laboratory the blood samples and the 
specimens sent to him earlier by the Commission for D.N.A. tests iest it is decided 
by the Commission to get a second opinion on this issue. 

9. By Commission’s registered letter No.JMCI/EO/2002-2l)03/83/206 dated August 
18. 2003 the Secretary. American Academy of Forensic Sciences, and by 
Registered letter No. JMCl/EO/2002-2003/83/200 dated August 13, 2003, the 
Chief Executive. Forensic Science Serv ice, U.K., have been requested to let the 
Commission know inter alia about the feasibility of the D.N.A. tests on the alleged 
mortal remains of Nctaji Subhas Chandra Bose kept in the Renkoji temple, Japan, 
flic nature and extent of the said mortal remains were also intimated to them in a 
nutshell. The replies are awaited from the said addressees. 

10. The Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India with their d.o. letter 
No.25/4/NGO-Vol.IX(II) dated July 15, 2002 addressed to the Secretary of the 
Commission sent a copy of the reply dated May 22, 2003 addressed to the 
Counsellor (Political), High Commission of India, London, by the Foreign and 
Commonwealth Office, London, which states inter alia : “Virtually all records that 
are more than 30 years old have been released to the Public Record Office or the 
British Library. A few relevant papers from the files of the intelligence and 
security agencies are withheld (with the approval of the Lord Chancellor in 
accordance with the Public Records Acts). These papers do not add to the 
substantive account of the circumstances of Subhas Chandra Bose’s death that is 
given in the files available at the British Library'. They are withheld as a matter of 

principle because the peacetime Files of the intelligence and security 

agencies are not released, rather than because of their particular content. In 


^ 
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addition. one paper from the files available at the British Library is withheld on the 
grounds of continuing personal sensitivity. 

1 am sorry that I am not able to say anything more helpful on this.” 

11. It is reiterated that the original register of cremation permits for the period from 
18.08.1945 to 21.08.1945. the original application for cremation permit allegedly 
filed on 18.08.1945 in the name of Chandra Bose or Subhas Chandra Bose, the 
original application for cremation per? if any. filed on 18.08.1945 or 19,08,1945 
in the name of Ichiro Okura. the original death certificate allegedly issued in the 
name of Nctaji Subhas Chandra Bose and the original death certificate, if any, in 
the name of Ichiro Okura. as called for from the Government of Japan bv the 
Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India, through its Embassy in Japan, 
are yet to be received by the Commission or made accessible to it. 

12. I he report of the Indian Consulate of St. Petersburg as mentioned to be sent to the 
Commission in para 4 of the d.o. letter No.24/4/NGO-Vil.IX(lI) dated June 11, 
2003 of the Joint Secretary (CNY), Ministry' of External Affairs, Government of 
India, addressed to the Secretary of the Commission, is yet to be received by the 
Commission. 

13. In the d.o. letter No.25/4/NGO-Vol.IX dated June 27, 2003 of the Joint Secretary 
(CNV), Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India, addressed to the 
Secretary of the Commission it is mentioned inter alia that the requisite information 
regarding availability of relevant documents is awaited front Azerbaijan, Belarus, 
Lithuania. Georgia. Tajakistan, Ukraine, Uzbekistan, Japan, Vietnam, Thailand, 
Malayasia, and Ireland. Further development in the matter is awaited by the 
Commission. I he report regarding availability of relevant documents in all the 
remaining archives of the Russian Federation and of the ceded States which 
erstwhile belonged to the LfSSR and an exhaustive list of all the archives of the 
Russian Federation are yet to be received. 

14. Summons have been issued to the seven witnesses who are likely to lx: examined 
by the Commission at the time of its hearing scheduled for September 16. 2003 
starting at 11.00 a.m. and the Notice of the said hearing has been issued to all 
concerned. 
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Corres|>ondence is toeing made by the Commission directly with the llotfble 
Mayor of Taipei as also with the Hon'ble Minister of Transport and 
Communication, Government of India of Taiwan regarding availability of the 
official documents with them concerning the alleged crash on August 18, 1945 at 
Taipei of the plane allegedly carrying Mr. Sublias Chandra Bose and others. Their 
replies in confirmation of their alleged e-mail letters to Shri Anuj Dliar, a Journalist, 
on the aforesaid point, are still awaited.

» As far back as on 10.04.2003 the Commission wrote to the Ministry of Home 
Affairs (sent by Speed Post) with a copy of the same endorsed to the Joint 
Secretary (CNV), Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India (sent by 
Registered Post), requesting them for taking necessary action as early as possible to 
enable the Commission to get necessary anthropological evaluation and other 
necessary scientific tests done (for taking the next steps of D N A tests) on the 
alleged said mortal remains of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose kept in Renkoji 
temple. Tokyo. Copies of the earlier correspondence made by the Commission 
with different authorities including some Indian and Foreign D.N.A experts were 
furnished along with its aforesaid letter dated April 10, 2003 to those authorities. 


The issue was also discussed with Mr Kalra, Director (IS), and Mr Zulia, Desk 
O ITicer, Ministry of Home Affairs, Government oflndia. on July 4, 2003 when they 
came to the office of the Commission in Kolkata to sort out long pending matters. 
Mr Kalra proposed a meeting of a representative of the Commission with the 
competent Officers of the Ministry of Home Affairs, Ministry of External Affairs , 
and other Ministry/Departmehts concerned of the Government of India, to tmd out 
wavs and means for holding the above tests. A reminder was sent to the Ministry' 
of Home Affairs. Government oflndia by Commission’s letter No 83/173 dated 
23 07.2003 (sent by Speed Post) and a copy thereof was endorsed to the Ministry of 
External Affairs. Government oflndia (sent by Registered Post) No reply has yet 
been received to the Commission’s aforesaid letter dated April 10, 2003 and the 
proposed meeting referred to hereinbefore is yet to be fixed by the Ministry of 
Home Affairs, Government oflndia In this regard, the Commission’s note tor 
possible supplementary in respect of Rajya Sabha “Provisional Admitted’ DY

mortal remains of Netaji sent to the Ministry of Home Atlairs, Government ot 
India, on 31 07.2003 by FAX and Speed Post, a copy of which is enclosed 
herewith, may be referred to.

KOLKATA: In a stunning disclosure, Taiwan's Minister of 
Transport and Communication had sent an "e-mail reply 
to Justice M K Mukherjee Commission in the first week 
of September this year saying that it had no records of 
a plane crash from 14th August 1945 to October 1945". 

Disclosing this, Chairman Justice Mukherjee said: "We 
have asked for more details on this e-mail message 
from the Taiwan Government."

As such the disclosure by the Minister of 
Transport and Communication is likely to explode the 
57-year-o!d "report" about the air crash in which Netaji 
was alleged to have died. According to Commission 
sources, the details that's being awaited would give the 
Netaji story a new twist. 
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In another interesting development, while the UK 
Government seems to have closed the doors on the M K 
Mukherjee Commission inquiring into the "alleged 
disappearance of Netaji after the reported air crash in 
Taipei on 18th August 1945," the US government 
seems to have extended its hands of cooperation with a 
suggestion. 
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According to the Commission status report, though US 
authorities said in reply message to the MEA: "There 
are no documents relevant to the period or to the 
disappearance of Bose (Netaji) in storage at either the 
Embassy or the Consulates in India." However, it 
suggested that the Commission "select an Indian 
scholar or graduate student working in the US to 
perform... the archival research on various American 
repositories of historical documents relevant to Bose...."

I am directed to invite your attention to a news item captioned “ Govt, to 
authenticate Netaji’s ‘ashes’ by DNA test “ published in the Delhi edition of the Statesman k l 
of Saturday, October 28, 1 995(by-line Subrata Sen of the Statesman News Service). A copy 1 
of the Statesman was filed before this Commission by Sri Surya Kumar Basu, a deponent, w* 

along with his affidavit no. JMCI/30 


From the first three paragraphs of the aforesaid news it appears that in 1995 the 
Govt, of India had decided to conduct DNA tests on the alleged ashes of Netaji kept in 
the Renkoji Temple in Japan for resolving the controversy shrouding the alleged death of 
Netaji. It further appears that the Govt, of Japan had agreed to cooperate with the Govt, of 
India in the matter of the DNA tests and had informed the Govt, of India that a tooth of 
Netaji had been preserved with the ashes which could be used for the DNA tests. 

Paragraph three of the news further discloses that the Ministry of External Affairs 
would form a Committee to ascertain whether the ashes kept in the said temple were those 
of Netaji or not and that such a Committee would be comprised of the members from the 
CBI., the DNA Testing Laboratory,Hyderabad, the Govt, of Japan, DNA experts from the 
USA and the UK and members of Netaji’s family. It further appears therefrom that two 
renowned DNA experts namely. Dr. Michele Holland of the USA and Dr. Kevin Salevan 
of the UK had already been consulted and both of them reportedly said that it would be 
possible to verify the authenticity of the ashes from the tooth. 

I am now directed to request you to let the Commission know what actually 
happened with regard to the reported decision of the Govt, of India to opt for DNA tests of 
the alleged ashes of Netaji by forming a Committee consisting of DNA experts, CBI 
officials, etc. ^ 
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I am directed to invite your notice to the series of correspondence of the Commission 
with your Ministry and the Ministry of Home Affairs regarding the Commission’s decision 
to have DNA tests of the alleged ashes of Netaji, if it is found feasible after necessary 
scientific tests and evaluation. You are definitely aware that on examination of the urn 
allegedly containing the ashes of Netaji by two senior officials of the Embassy of India in 
Japan at the behest of the Commission it was found that the said urn contained some bones 
and bone fragments . The Centre For DNA Fingerprinting and Diagnostics, Hyderabad, and 
the Centre for Cellular and Molecular Biology, Hyderabad ,were approached for DNA tests 
of the alleged ashes containing bones and bone fragments, but the Director of the Centre 
for Cellular and Molecular Biology informed their inability to conduct DNA tests in the 
absence of essential infrastructure for such tests. Thereafter some DNA scientists of the 
UK, the USA and Germany were contacted. From the opinion of some of them it appears 
that mitochondrial DNA tests may be possible after ascertaining the feasibility of separating 
DNA by conducting necessary scientific tests and evaluation. Now that the news in the 
Statesman discloses that as early as in 1995 the Govt, of India , Ministry of External Affairs, 
decided to form a Committee consisting of DNA experts from the USA and the UK, 
members from CBI and the DNA Testing Laboratory and others for ascertaining by DNA 
tests whether the alleged ashes were those of Netaji or not , I am directed to request you to 
make available the services of CDFD, Hyderabad, a competent member of the CBI and the 
DNA experts named in the third paragraph of the said report, namely Dr. Michalle Holland 
of the USA and Dr. Kevin Salevan of the UK, to the Commission so that the Commission 
may with their help and assistance get the DNA tests of the alleged ashes done without 
any further avoidable delay. 

As the matter is extremely urgent, an early reply will be highly appreciated.

Mary George forwarded your inquiry of August 18 concerning Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose to 
the Seeley G. Mudd Manuscript Library, which holds the Louis Lischer Papers. 

As you can see from the enclosed correspondence, I sent the Sri Sengupta, Secretary of the 
Justice Mukherjee Commission the following materials in October, 2000: a copy of a letter from 
Khurshed Naroji to Louis Fischer dated 22/7/1946, which contains a reference to “Bose”, and 
notes that Louis Fischer made about a conversation held on 15/1 1/1946 with Pietro Quaroni, 
Italian ambassador in Moscow, about Bose’s possible whereabouts. I am happy to send you this 
information again. 

I understand from your letter that you are hoping to find more information about Netaji Subhash 
Chandra Bose among the Louis Fischer papers. However, I am afraid that we do not hold any 
more correspondence between Fischer and Naroji than the letter enclosed, which also contains a 
hand written copy of a letter from Gandhi. The few letters exchanged between Fischer and 
Gandhi in 1942-1948 do not contain any references to Bose, and neither did I find any such 
references in the correspondence with the British prime ministers Winston Churchill and 
Clement Attlee, or with President Franklin Roosevelt. The letters to Churchill, Attlee, and 
Roosevelt merely concern Fischer’s own political views about Indian independence and his 
attempts to exercise any influence in this matter. The Louis Fischer papers contain much 
information about India and the independence movement. However, I do not recall coming 
across any other information about Bose when processing the collection. For your information, 
we do have the finding aid to the Louis Fischer Papers online at 
http://infosharel.princeton.edu/libraries/firestone/rbsc/finding aids/fischer.html. 

As to your other request, a copy of an article of Elliot Ericson about Netaji Subhjash Chandra 
Bose in the National Republic (1954), I am afraid that the Seeley G. Mudd Manuscript Library 
does not have this periodical. Mary George is the librarian of the Forrestal Annex, where the 
magazine is held, and will deal with this request separately.

In Kabul received a telegram from Rosso, the Italian ambassador 
in Moscow, that Bose had not seen any Russians In Russia. He was in Mosoo 
for a few hours between trains.

In Moscow Bose mat somebody from 
the Italian embassy. While Bose was In Kabul his idea was to establish 
contact between Q. and the Forward Bloc in Calcutta.

MEA would, therefore, request MHA’s clear 
decisions and instructions on whether the alleged remains of Netaji 
Subhas Chandra Bose kept at the Renkoji Temple in Japan is to be 
subjected to DNA analysis, the manner in which it is to be done and other 
such issues which involve policy decision that is not within the purview of 
this Ministry.

Though it was expressly stated in the letter dated 10.4.03 that the matter was very 
urgent, till now no reply to that letter has yet been received from your end. As a 
consequence, there has been no progress in the matter which has, in turn, adversely affected 
the progress of the inquiry. I am directed to say that the question of feasibility of the DNA 
test on the alleged mortal remains of Netaji kept in the Renkoji Temple is of prime 
importance and this question has to be resolved without any further delay for bringing 
about a meaningful result of this inquiry. Further course of action of this Commission 
depends largely upon solution of this question. 


Meanwhile, Mr. Kalra, Director of your Ministry, along with Mr. Zuha, Desk 
Officer of your Ministry, came to the office of the Commission in Kolkata to sort out some 
long pending matters. The question of feasibility of the DNA test was also discussed with 
them and Mr. Kalra proposed a meeting of a representative of the Commission with the

Ministries/Departments in Delhi to find out ways and means for holding necessary 
scientific test for ascertaining the feasibility of DNA test on the alleged mortal remains of 
Netaji kept in the Renkoji Temple.

(vide SI. No. IS) advising the Commission to “directly correspond with the Ministry of 
External Affairs in New Delhi on this master”. In reply to the Commission’s letter dated 
13.03.2003 (vide SI. No. 17), Shri Yijay Gokhale, Joint Secretary' (CNV), Ministry' of External 
Affairs, has informed that they have referred the matter to your Ministry, which is the nodal 
Ministry, and that they will revert to the Commission as soon as your advice is received (vide 
his d.o. letter no 24/4/NGO/Y'ol.lX dated 20.03.

! This Status Report is in continuation of the Status Report for the period from 
01 05.2003 to 31.05.2003 forwarded under Commission’s registered letter 
No.JMCL/Stat.Rept /99-2000/33A(llV93(7) dated June 4, 2003 to the Secretaries, 
Ministry of Home Affairs, Ministry of Defence (History Division), Ministry of 
Information and Broadcasting. Prime Minister’s Office, Ministry of External 
Affairs. Cabinet Secretariat, as also to the Director, Intelligence Bureau, 
Government of India, for favour of taking necessary action at their end, 

(a) There lias been no further development in the matters as stated in paras 3 and 
1 5 of the Status Report for the period from 01 .02.2003 to 28.02.2003. 

(b) There has been no further development also in the matters as stated in paras 
1 1(a),(b),(c), and (d) of the Status Report for the period from 01.05.2003 to 
31 05.2003. 

3 The clarifications sought for from the Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of 
India, in Commission’s letter No.JMCI/Records/ND/99-2000/37(lV)/39 dated April 
28, 2003 in respect of Serial Nos. (ii),(iii),(iv),(v) and (vi) of para 2 of letter 
No.2Sl/12/l/2000-IS dated 13.11.2002 of the Cabinet Secretariat are yet to be 
received. 

4 The Commission in its letter No.JMCI/EO/2002-2003/83/14 dated 10.04.2003 has 
indicated all the correspondence made by it and the replies / responses thereto 
received by it regarding feasibility of D.N.A. test on the alleged mortal remains of 
Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose kept in the Renkoji temple. It has also been stated in 
the said letter dated 10.04.2003 : '‘Only positive reply in the matter has been 

received from Mr. Terry Milton but there is a precondition stipulated by him 

This is ‘anthropological evaluation of remains, including photography'. He 
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lias categorically written, ‘we would like to receive the anthropologist’s report 
prior to proceeding’ ' 

As the Commission is now in a fix as to how anthropological evaluation and other 
necessary scientific tests of the alleged mortal remains kept in the Renkoji temple in 
Japan should be done for ascertaining the feasibility of D.N.A. test on that mortal 
remains, it has written to the Ministry of Home Affairs with the request ‘to take 
necessary action as early as possible to enable the Commission to get necessary 
anthropological evaluation and other necessary tests done for taking the next step 
for D.N.A. test on the alleged mortal remains*. A copy of the said letter dated 
10.04.2003 along with its enclosures was forwarded for information and necessary 
action to the Joint Secretary (CNV), Ministry' of External Affairs, Government ot 
India.. 

The response of the Government of India is still being anxiously awaited. 

A xerox copy of the letter dated 10.02.2003 of Shri Sunil Krishna Gupta and four 


others and xerox copies of the enclosures thereto, which is a list of documents 
exhibited bv the witnesses before Justice Khosla Commission, have been sent to the 
Secretary. Ministry of Home Affairs. Government of India, under Commission s 


registered letter No.JMCI/1 1/2000/542 dated February 17, 2003 with the request to 
kindly furnish to the Commission immediately the original or authenticated true 
copies of all the documents mentioned in the said letter dated 10.02.2003 and its 
enclosures. In d o letter No.25/4/NGO-Yol.IX dated March 28, 2003 ot Joint 
Secretary, CNV, Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India, addressed to 
the Secretary of the Commission, it has been stated, inter alia, that copies/originals 
of all the documents related to Justice Khosla Commission would be available 
only with the Ministry of Home Affairs and that the letter dated I s * November, 1 95 1 
of Shri Subimal Dutta. the then Secretary', Ministry of External Affairs, addressed 
to Shri A. M. Sahay, and the letter dated 17 th January', 1952 of Shri A. M. Sahay to 
Shri Subimal Dutta were sent in original by the Ministry of External Affairs to the 
Ministry of Home Affairs. Accordingly, the Secretary, Ministry of Home Affairs 
has been requested by Commission’s registered letter No.JMCI/1 1/2000/15 dated 
- 1 1.04.2003 to kindly send immediately the original or authenticated true copies of 


all the documents as called for by Commission’s letter No.JMCI/1 1/2000/542 dated 
February 17. 2003. a copy of which appears to have been sent by the Ministry of 
Home Affairs to the Ministry of External Affairs earlier in response to which the 
Ministry of External Affairs w rote the aforesaid d o. letter dated March 28, 2003 to 
the Secretary of the Commission. The response of the Ministry of Home Affairs in 
the matter is still awaited 

6. By Commission’s registered letter No.JMCI/Stat.Rept./Compliancc/2003/87/67 
dated May 22, 2003 the attention of the Secretary, Ministry of Home Affairs has 
been drawn to the Order of the Commission communicated to him by 
Commission's letters No. JMCl/Stat.Rept./99-2000/33A/453(6) dated 9/1 1 th 
December. 2002 and No. JMCI/Stat.Rept. /Compliance/2002/87/577 dated March 5, 
2003 as also to the letter No. 1/1 20 1 4/ 1 3/2000-1 S(D. V) dated 28.04.2003 received 
from Mr. U. K. Kalra. Director (IS), Ministry' of Home Affairs, Government of 
India, indicating, inter alia, the nature and extent of repeated non-compliance of the 
order and directions of the Commission and communicating the directions ol the 
Commission to ensure that the reports asked for in the letters dated 9/11. 12.2002 
and 05.03.2003 of the Commission, reach the Commission as early as possible, but 
not later than 30 lh June. 2003. The repons called for has not yet been received. 

7. The Secretary, Ministry of External Affairs has been requested by Commission’s 
registered letter No.JMCI/CPDC/2002/432 dated November 27, 2002 to kindly 
persuade the Government of Japan to get from the Government ot Taiwan the 
original register of Cremation Permits for the period from 18.08.1945 to 
21.08 1945, the original application for Cremation Permit allegedly tiled on 
18.08.1945 in the name of Chandra Bose or Subhas Chandra Bose, the original 
application for Cremation Permit, if any, filed on IS. 08. 1945 or 19.08.1945 in the 
name of Ichiro Okura. the original death certificate allegedly issued in the name of 
Subhas Chandra Bose and the original death certificate, if any, in the name of Ichiro 
Okura. so that the Commission may have access to those documents. It has also 
been pointed out therein that from the materials before the Commission it seems 
that one death certificate in the name of Chandra Bose or Subhas Chandra Bose was 
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issued on 18 OS. 19-45, that from the certified copy of extract from the original 
document on Cremation Permit in the name of Ichiro Okura it appears further that 
the certified copy of extract of the original document was issued on July 14, 1956 
and that the original document on cremation permit was in existence on July 14, 
1956 i.c., long after the end of the Second World War. In the d o letter 
No.25/4/NGO-Vol.lX-l dated February' 11, 2005 of the Joint Secretary, CNV, 
Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India, addressed to the Secretary of the 
Commission it has been stated, inter alia : “we have asked our Embassy to seek the 
requisite clarifications and obtain the desired documents from the Government of 
Japan. The matter is under reference to the concerned authorities in Japan. We arc 
waiting to hear from them on this issue. We shall revert as soon as a response is 
received from the Japanese authorities.” From the d.o.ter No.25/4/NGO- 
Vol.IX(lII) dated 11.06.2003 of the Ministry of External Affairs, Government of 
India, it appears that no positive response has yet been received by them from the 
Japanese Ministry of Foreign Affairs. 

Report solicited by the Commission’s registered letter No JMCI/DOC(FOR)/99- 
2000/56(lV)/446 dated December 5, 2002 on the outcome of further inquiry 
pursuant to the communication dated May 8, 2001 of Shri Harisit K. Jain, Consul, 
St. Petersburg addressed to the Embassy of India, Moscow, a copy of which was 
enclosed with the d o. letter No 25/4/NGO-Vol.VIII dated October 31, 2002 of the 
Ministry of External Affairs, is yet to be received. 

The outcome of the action taken by the Indian Embassy in Moscow regarding their 
checking with the witnesses indicated in the enclosure to the Commission’s 
registered letter No OxerseasAVit nesses/2002-03/70 (Vol 1 1 )/62 1 dated 01 04.2003 
addressed to the Secretary, Ministry' of External Affairs, Government of India, as 
mentioned in para 5 of the do. letter No. 25/4/NGO-Vol. IX dated April 22, 2003 of 
the Ministry is still awaited. 

The report of the second hand writing expert regarding comparison of the hand 
writings allegedly of ‘Gumnami Baba’ of Faizabad with the admitted specimen 
hand writings of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose is expected to be available soon . 



1 1 . The reports of the Director, Centre for DNA Fingerprinting and Diagnostics, 

I lyderabad regarding D.N.A tests of the blood samples of two sons of the two elder 
brothers of Netaji and of one of the descendants belonging to the maternal lineage 
of Nctaji as also of the teeth allegedly belonging to ‘Gumnami Baba,’ are yet to be 
received. 

12. fhe evidence of two deponents available in Pune and one deponent available in 
Ainrabati, Maharashtra, have been recorded by the Secretary of the Commission on 
its behalf during the last week of June, 2003, 

13 Steps have been taken, for holding the hearing of the Commission on 14.07.2003 
and 15 07 2003 in the Annexe Building. Mahajati Sadan, Kolkata, when eight 
witnesses are to be examined and one witness is to be further examined. 

14 Seventy six records/files , which are admitted by the Intelligence Bureau , 
Government of India, to be available with them, could not be perused by Shri P.N. 
Chakravarty, Senior Research Officer of the Commission when he visited the 
Intelligence Bureau, New Delhi, as per programme in the second half of February, 
2003 with prior intimation to the Intelligence Bureau, Government oi India. He 
was given to understand that the Micro-film system of the I B. has become non- 
functional . that they are shifting their office to a new site and that it would take 
considerable time by the I B. to make those records available tor inspection on 
behalf of the Commission, after shifting of the records was completed and the 
Micro-film system was restored The Deputy Central Intelligence Officer, 
Subsidiary Intelligence Bureau. Government of India, Kolkata, has verbally 
intimated that those records can be made available now 7 by the I B. for inspection 
on behalf of the Commission. Necessary steps have been taken accordingly. 

15. The Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India, has been requested by 
Commission’s letter No.JMCI/OverseasAVitnesses/2002-2003/70(il)/75 dated May 
27, 2003 to kindly take up with American Embassy and Consulates in India so that 
the Commission may get access to the records regarding Subhas Chandra Bose alias 
Chandra Bose with them as admitted to be available in the letter dated March 13, 
2003 of the Director, textual Archive Services Division of the National Archives 
and Records Administration, USA addressed to Shri S.K. Behra, Counsellor, 
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Embassy of India (Chancery), a copy of which has been sent to the Commission 
along with the d o. letter No.25/4/NGO-Vol.IX dated April 22, 2003 of the Joint 
Secretary(CNV), Ministry' of External Affairs, Government of India, addressed to 
the Secretary of the Commission. Further development in the matter is awaited. 

10 The Secretary, Ministry of External Affairs, and the Secretary, Ministry of Home 
A Hairs. Government of India, have been requested by Commission’s letters 
No. 70(H)/72 and 70(1 1 )/7 1 , both dated May 27, 2003 respectively, to make 
endeavours to get the photographs of the scene of the plane crash as also the 
photographs taken at the hospital after the alleged death of Netaji and to send to the 
Commission the prints of those photographs along with the negatives thereof as 
early as possible since the enclosures of the aforesaid letters reveal that according 
to Habibur Rahman those photos were taken and were then lying in the possession 
of the Japanese War Office in Tokyo From Memo No.l-12014/13/2000-NCB dated 
\ June 6, 2003 of the Ministry' of Home Affairs, Government of India, a copy of 
which has been endorsed to the Commission, it appears that the Prime Minister’s 
Office, the Cabinet Secretariat, the Ministry of External Affairs, the Ministry of 
Defence (History Division), Government of India, and the National Archives of 
India, have been requested to make efforts to locate the said photographs, if any, 
available in those Ministries/Departments and to communicate the result of the 
1 efforts to the Commission under intimation to the Ministry of Home Affairs. 
(Further intimation in the matter is awaited. 


17 By Commission’s letter No. 70/443 dated November 27, 2002, a copy of the letter 
dated November 1. 2002 of Shri Nandalal Chakravarty, one of the deponents of the 
Affidavit No.JMCl/1 1 has been sent to the Ministry of External Affairs, 
Government of India, in continuation of the Commission’s letter No. 56(1 V)/398 
dated November 1 1. 2002 with the request to take necessary action in the matter. In 
the said letter dated November 1. 2002 Shri Chakravarty has requested the 
Commission to visit the U.K.. U.S.A., and Germany for reasons mentioned in his 
said letter. In response to the d.o. letter No.25/4/NGO-Vol VUI dated December 3, 
2002 of the Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India, to the Secretary of 





the Commission, the Ministry of External Affairs has been requested by way of 
clarification to kindly take appropriate action to help the Commission have access 
to the documents referred to in the said letter dated November !, 2002 of Shri 
Chakravarty A reminder has been sent to the Ministry' of External Affairs, vide 
Commission's letter No.70(H)/131 dated June 18. 2003. Further development in 
the matter is still awaited.

Thank you for your letter dated 30 April about official records on Subhas Chandra Bose. I 
am sorry that this was overlooked whilst I was in India. 

I have again made enquiries of our Records and Historical Department (RHD) and they 
confirm that our position remains unchanged as set out in Iain Lindsay’s letter of 14 
December 2001 to Mr Puri. Virtually all records that are more than 30 years old have been 
released to the Public Record Office or the British Library. A few relevant papers from the 
files of the intelligence and security agencies are withheld (with the approval of the Lord 
Chancellor in accordance with the Public Records Acts). These papers do not add to the 
substantive account of the circumstances of Subhas Chandra Bose’s death that is given in the 
files available at the British Library. They are withheld as a matter of principle, because the 
peacetime files of the intelligence and security agencies are not released, rather than because 
of their particular content. In addition, one paper from the files available at the British 
Library is withheld on the grounds of continuing personal sensitivity. 

I am sorry that I am not able to say anything more helpful on this.

USA: We had informed the Commission vide our letter No. 25/4/NGO-Vol.VII dated 
4.02.2002 that all documents once declassified are no longer retained by the US 
Government, and that these are stored in various documentation centers like 
National Archives, etc. We had further informed that, under the provisions of the US 
Freedom of Information Act, classified documents, if any, can be requisitioned only 
by giving specific details of the documents. Subsequently, some documents have 
been procured from the National Archives of USA & R^ards Administration, 
Maryland (forwarded to the Commission vide our letter c even number dated 
22.4.2003) and, MacArthur Memorial Library and Truman Library (forwarded to the 
Commission vide our letter of even number dated 7.5.2003). 

Russia : The Commission is aware that all the documents obtained through the 
Russian Foreign Office were forwarded by us vide our letter No. 25/4/NGO-Vol.VI 
dated 1.10.2001. A further reference was made to the Russian Foreign Office on the 
basis of the observations made by the Commission in their letter dated 11.11 .2002. 
The response of the Russian Foreign Office dated 20.3.2003 was sent to the 
Commission vide our letter of even number dated 22.4.2003. 

Armenia : The Commission was informed vide our letter dated 25.4.2003 that there 
are no relevant documents in Armenia.

I write in reply to your letter of June 17, 2003 in which you refer to the 
obligation on the Government of India to provide certain information to the 
Justice Mukherjee Commission of Inquiry into the alleged disappearance of 
Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose. You note that an inquiry by the Indian Embassy in 
Washington elicited a statement from the National Archives and Records 
Administration that the U.S. Embassy in New Delhi and our Consulates in India 
would be in possession of records bearing on the Commission's deliberations. 

However, notwithstanding the belief expressed by an official of the 
Archives, there are no documents relevant to the period or to the disappearance 
of Mr. Bose in storage at either the Embassy or the Consulates in India. The 
policy of the Department of State is to retire almost all official records (other than 
on administrative matters germane to property transactions etc.) on a regular 
basis with the objective of not maintaining records for a longer period than 
approximately two years. These records are forwarded to the National Archives 
for disposition and storage. 

With reference to archival research at various American repositories of 
historical documents relevant to Mr. Bose, as identified in the letter which you 
have attached to your own communication, I would suggest that, as a practical 
matter, the Commission select an Indian scholar or graduate student working in 
the United States to perform such research. Such an approach might benefit 







both the Commission and the scholar or graduate student while keeping 
expenses to a minimum.

2 As you are aware, the subject matter of the Justice Mukherjee Commission of 
Inquiry concerns primarily the MHA The role of the MEA is that of a facilitator to 
make arrangements for the commission to conduct enquiries abroad or search for 
documents abroad. Therefore, the decision as to whether the alleged remains of Netaji 
Subhas Chandra Bose kept at the Renkoji Temple in Japan is to be subjected to DNA 
analysis, the manner in which it is to be done, the selection of an appropriate DNA 
expert and the entire process involved is a policy decision that is not within the 
purview of this Ministry. Once M11A have taken the decision to subject the remains 
to DNA testing and selected the experts, MEA could take further action in facilitating 
their visit to Japan in so far as liaison with the local government, the Renkoji Temple 
authorities, etc., are concerned.

This Status Report is in continuation of the Status Report for the period from 
01.04.2003 to 30.04.2003 forwarded under Commission’s registered letter 
No.JMCI/Stat.Rept./99-2000/33A(II)/50(7) dated May 06, 2003 to the Secretaries, 
Ministry of Home Affairs, Ministry of Defence (History Division), Ministry of 
Information and Broadcasting, Prime Minister’s Office, Ministry of External 
A ft airs. Cabinet Secretariat, as also to the Director, Intelligence Bureau, 
Government of India, for favour of taking necessary’ action at their end. 

There has been no further development in the matters as stated in paras 3,5,8, & 1 5 
of the Status Report for the period from 01.02.2003 to 28.02.2003. 

The Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of India, in their letter 
No. i / 1 20 1 4/1 3/2000-IS (D.V) dated 28.04. 03 have stated, inter alia, that despite 
various efforts, the Ministry of Home Affairs’ File No. 24/27/7 1 -Pol. -II could not be 
traced. Hence, the reports/particulars/documents as called for from the Ministry of 
Home Affairs and mentioned in para 13 of the Status Report for the month of 
February , 2002 could not be obtained by the Commission from the Ministry of 
Home Affairs. 

The clarifications sought for from the Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of 
India, in Commission's letter No. JMCI/Records/ND/99-2000/37(IV)/39 dated April 
28, 2003 in respect of Serial Nos. (ii),(iii),(iv),(v) and (vi) of para 2 of letter 
No.2S 1/1 2/1/2000- IS dated 13.11.2002 of the Cabinet Secretariat are yet to be 
received. 

The Commission in its letter No. JMCI/EO/2002-2003/83/ 14 dated 10.04 2003 has 
indicated all the correspondence made by it and the replies/responses thereto 
received by it regarding feasibility of D.N.A. test on the alleged mortal remains of 


N'etaji Subhas Chandra Bose kept in-Renkoji temple. It has also been stated in the 
said letter dated 10.04.2003 : “Only positive reply in the matter has been received 

from Mr Terry' Milton but there is a precondition stipulated by him 

This is ‘anthropological evaluation of remains, including photography’. He has 
categorically written, ‘we would like to receive the anthropologist’s report prior to 
proceeding’ ”. 

As the Commission is now in a fix as to how anthropological evaluation and other 
necessary scientific tests of the alleged mortal remains kept in the Renkoji temple in 
Japan should be done for ascertaining the feasibility of D.N.A. test on that mortal 
remains, it has w ritten to the Ministry of Home Affairs with the request ‘to take 
necessary’ action as early as possible to enable the Commission io get necessary 
anthropological evaluation and other necessary tests done for taking the next step 
for D.N.A. test on the alleged mortal remains’. A copy of the said letter dated 
10.04.2003 along with its enclosures was forwarded for information and necessary 
action to the Joint Secretary (CNV), Ministry of External Affairs, Government of 
India.. 

The response of the Government of India is still being anxiously awaited. 

A xerox copy of the letter dated 10.02.2003 of Shri Sunil Krishna Gupta and four 
others and xerox copies of the enclosures thereto, which is a list of documents 
exhibited by the witnesses before Justice Khosla Commission, have been sent to the

It has also 
been pointed out therein that from the materials before the Commission it seems 
that one death certificate in the name of Chandra Bose or Subhas Chandra Bose was 
issued on 18.0S.1945, that from the certified copy of extract from the original 
document on Cremation Permit in the name of Ichiro Okura it appears further that 
the certified copy of extract of the original document was issued on July 14, 1956 
and t hat the original document on cremation permit was in existence on July 14, 
1956 i.e., long after the end of the Second World War. In the d o. letter 
No.25/4/NGO-Vol.IX-I dated February 11, 2003 of the Joint Secretary, CNV, 
Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India, addressed to the Secretary of the 
Commission it has been stated, inter alia : “we have asked our Embassy to seek the 
requisite clarifications and obtain the desired documents from the Government of 
Japan The matter is under reference to the concerned authorities in Japan. We are 
waiting to hear from them on this issue.

This refers to your letter no. 25/4/NGO-Vol.IX dated April 24, 
2003 regarding documents relating to the alleged cremation of Netaji 
Subash Chandra Bose. 

Since receiving your letter of even number dated January 1, 2003 
on the above subject, we have made a number of demarches to the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs beginning early January through May this 
year. 

The response from MOFA has been that 

• They have tried but could not make any headway in tracing the 
death certificate/cremation permit. 

• The MOFA has contacted former MOFA officials serving at the 
time and some living associates of Netaji who have indicated to 
the Southwest Asia Division of MOFA that such documents 
did in fact exist. MOFA is agreeable to our communicating this 
to the Hon’ble Commission. 

• MOFA has conveyed to the Embassy that they would be 
continuing to make further efforts to trace the documents. 

We shall continue to pursue the matter with Gaimusho, and shall 
report further progress after receiving a positive response. From the 
replies of Gaimusho to date, it is evident that there is some hearsay 
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evidence, which suggests the existence of the documents we are looking 
for in the distant past. However, there has been no tangible progress in 
locating the documents so far.

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The Justice Mukherji Commission of Inquiry (JMCI) into the 
alleged disappearance of Netaji visited Japan in September 2002. They 
visited Renkoji Temple in Tokyo where his ashes are believed to be kept. 
They directed Embassy of India, Tokyo to obtain expert advice on 
whether the ashes contain material that can be used for DNA testing. 

2. The Embassy located a Japanese expert, Prof. Momoki Hirai of the 
University of Tokyo who agreed to do the requisite examination on the 
remains to ascertain whether it can be tested for DNA. They have 
sought Ministry’s instructions. 

3. Smt. Krishna Bose, M.p.(Lok Sabha) and Chairpeson of the 
Standing Committee on External Affairs wrote to our Ambassador in 
Tokyo expressing concern at the Mission’s efforts to conduct DNA test 
on alleged remains of Netaji. Said she had no objection, provided “prior 
and proper arrangements are made by selecting top DNA experts in the 
world.” 

4. JMCI is reminding our Mission in Tokyo to pursue the matter. We 
have informed JMCI that a decision is pending with MHA. 

5. JMCI have been in touch with DNA labs. General advice is that 
DNA cannot be retrieved from ashes or burnt remains. However, if any 
bone fragments remain, there may be some possibility of extracting 
DNA. Dr. Lalji Singh of the Centre for Cellular & Mollecular Biology 
says that such lab facilities do not exist in India.
